School Heads 
Ready Specs 
For Approval 


The School Committee haggled 
Tuesday over the wording of a 
single sentence in the cover letter 
which will go to School Assistance 
Comunission officials Nov, 20 with 
educational specs for the proposed 
$3.9 million school, 

The trick is to explain how An= 
dover canpresent the program out= 
lined in specifications without the 
1,000 seat auditorium originally 
stipulated, Town Meeting, in a 
budget-cutting, mood, deleted this 
item when it voted the school last 


month, 
As finally approved, the 
auditorium sentence’ reads, 


“Through the use of designated 
substitute facilities, the bulk of 
the programs can be carried on 
(without an auditorium),”” 

The paragraph indicates that the 
School Gommittee considers that 
the auditorium has been deferred, 
not deleted, and it is on this basis 
that it hopes to persuade the As~ 
sistance Commission it can fune= 
tion five to seven years without 
it, It has been estimated the school 
population will outgrow the 1,200 
student facility planned within that 
time, forcing construction of addi- 
tional space for 600 more students, 

Both GCommitteewoman Barbara 
Moody and Henry Wolfson, an ob- 
server fromthe Taxpayers Assoc,, 
objected to the use of the word 
*bulk’?, In their opinion the full 
program could be salvaged if ad- 
justments were made to provide 
for use of the gymnasium, the 
present high school auditorium 
which will be within walking dis- 
tance, and large group instruc- 
tion rooms. 

Chairman John Sullivan, on the 
other hand, felt it would be ‘‘less ~ 
than honest’® to infer that nothing 
educational would be sacrificed

What's all this about

A Heavy Dose of Apathy 


The mere mention of gravel pits and dumps and recrea- 
tion expenditures and school construction, and a few other 
red-flag topics, can create fierce energy in Andover — and 


great decisiveness. 


Poll statistics on last week’s election reveal, however, 
that the local citizenry is less willing to inform itself 
about issues of far broader concern. The tally on ballot 
blanks indicates that too many run away when the thinking 


gets tough. 


Admittedly the 1964 Presidential Ballot was cumber- 
some. What weighted it was the tag-end attachment of 
eight questions, most of them of real consequence, It is 
in coping with these questions that Andover voters 


neglected their responsibility. 


The fact that 167 citizens chose to leave blanks rather 
than vote for either presidential candidate is not sur- 
prising. There was ample indication in advance that 
voters who felt frustrated by the lack of choice might do 


just that. 


But it is distressing that as many as 2,000 voters were 
indecisive, for what ever reason, on the eight questions 
involving state and local issues.
